Dear brethren of the Pasadena and 
Long Beach and other neighboring 
cities: Fret mot, neither be ill at ease. 
Nobody in Los Angeles wants to an- 
nex you; and nobody even desires 


consolidation idea unless you are con- 
vinced that it is for your best inter- 
ests. Certainly nobody can oblige vou 
to do it. The decision rests with the 
voters of each city or town. There is 
no need of protests or of sounding the 
gong. If, when the time comes, after 
having carefully weighed the proposi- 
tion as submitted by the Conddlidation 
ssion, Pasadena or Long Beach 
decides not to go in for consolidation, 
that settles it, so as either city is 
concerned, If they should go in, Pasa- 
dena would still be Pasadena with 
its own prohibition ordinance and 
own name and identity; and Long 
Beach would still be Long Beach with 
its own name and institutions.
